Close contact guidance for the K-12 community (when to quarantine or isolate) 
The guidance below applies to all members of the K-12 community (students, staff, teachers, etc.) 
regardless of where an exposure took place. See “quarantine notes” on page 5 for important clarifications. 


Quarantine Decision Making for Students and School Staff 


Here is a general overview of guidance for those in the K-12 community who were potentially exposed to someone 
with COVID-19. Guidance for close contacts depends on exposure setting, vaccination status, and how far away the 
individual was from a positive case: 


e For school staff/teachers in all settings: if individuals were masked and within 6 feet for 15 total minutes or more in a 
24-hour period, follow the guidance on the chart below. 


¢ For students in choir or indoor extra-curricular sport settings: if students were masked and within 6 feet for 15 total 
minutes or more in a 24-hour period, follow the guidance on the chart below. 


¢ For students in all other school settings: if students were less than 3 feet apart for 15 total minutes or more in a 24- 
hour period, follow the guidance on the chart below. 


o Exception for students in all other school settings: if students were between 3-6 feet apart for 15 total minutes 
or more in a 24-hour period, potentially exposed student should closely monitor symptoms for 14 days; they do 
not need to follow the guidance on the chart below.
